2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a system for determining that resident of a home is inactive within a home. Each 
independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features "the timing of a first motion signal and 
a second motion signal to determine the resident is inactive within the home or away from the 
home, and wherein the motion sensor comprises a timer and a processor to determine the first 
activity signal" in combination with the manner claimed. The closest prior arts are Ichikawa [US 
5,153,560] and Kutzik et al. [US 6,108,685] disclose similarly system, however, they fail to 
teach both determination that the resident is inactive within the home or away from the home 
base upon the timing of the detected signals. Therefore, either singularly or in combination, fail 
to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
